The arrangement for sending books to West Peterboro started 
in 1903, has been continued during the past year with apparent 
satisfaction to the people of that village, and an increase in the 
number of books read. ‘Through the courtesy of Mr. F. J. 
Robbins books are carried to and from the village by his order 
team, Mr. John Madden taking time enough once a week to ex- 
change a box of two or three dozen books. Mrs. C. C. Rob- 
bins attends to their distribution at West Peterboro. Their 
services are rendered gratuitously and thanks are due them for 
the accommodation. 


The library is indebted to the generosity of Miss Jennie S. 
Scott for a new card catalog case. It will be remembered that 
Miss Scott gave the furniture of the reading room and office at 
the time the library was built. The catalog case put in at 
that time held twenty thousand cards, and has been completely 
filled in the twelve years of its use. The new case is of 
quartered oak, containing eighty trays, which will hold very 
nearly one hundred thousand cards. ‘These cards are locked 
in place by lever-key rods to prevent disarrangement by acci- 
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dent or carelessness. The case is built in sections, which may 
be added to at any time without destroying its symmetry. The 
only complete catalog of the library is the card catalog, which 
is always kept up to date by the insertion of cards for new 
books as soon as they are cataloged. Also by the withdrawing 
of cards of books worn out, if for any good reason they are not 
replaced. The librarian is always glad to assist readers in 
learning to use it. A printed catalog is expensive, and soon 
out of date, and very few libraries, either large or small, now 
attempt to have one, the card catalog is everywhere taking its 
place. But for the convenience of readers who do not often 
come to the library a bulletin has been issued quarterly be- 
ginning with April, 1902, containing a classed list of the new 
books as purchased, with the occasional addition of a reading 
list, useful to the schools or clubs. The expense of these bulle- 
tins is defrayed by the trustees of the James Smith Library 
Fund.

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Agreeably to the vote of the town at the last annual meeting, 
the water mains have been extended on Concord street, 1301 
feet of pipe having been laid and two hydrants set. 

The price of pipe was lower than for several years, and 
lower than at present, and no serious obstacles were encountered 
in digging the trench and laying the pipe, consequently we were 
enabled to make the extension at a material less expense than 
the estimate. 

The selectmen’s account shows the expense of the extension 
to be $768.91, but if to this amount is added the cost of ser- 
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vice connections and several small items that are included in 
other bills and accounted for in the regular town water system 
account, then the cost of the extension would be increased 
$53.05, making the total cost of the extension $821.96. 


All receipts from the water system are paid over to the select- 
men, and all payments are made by the selectmen on approval 
of the commissioners, therefore for the transactions of the past 
year, see the selectmen’s reports.

ELECTRIC LIGHT COMMISSIONERS’ SECOND 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


The second year has been a successful one for the plant. 
We have received. for commercial lighting $3678.25, and for 
labor and materials sold $336.49. We have paid all expenses 
and all repairs, and have given the town the lighting of their 
streets, Town Hall, Library and Engine house free of expense. 
We have also paid the interest on the debt, and $1200 towards 
the debt itself, and have a little more than $200 in the bank. 
Some claim, that on account of so favorable showing, the rate 
of lighting should be reduced. We are not prepared to recom- 
mend any change inthe rate at the present time. Large out- 
lays must be made before the plant will be put in a permanent 
condition and no change should be made in the rate until this 
has been accomplished and the plant has been paid for. We 
have examined the rate for lighting every electric plant in 
Massachusetts and most of the plants in New Hampshire, and 
find that our rate is far below the average, and that but a very 
few furnish their patrons with lights at a cheaper rate than 
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we do. There is a constant demand for more lights and it 
will be necessary to have a larger machine to supply this de- 
mand. More power can be obtained by making changes 
around and below the wheel. The water rights are so intimate- 
ly connected with those of the Union Manufacturing Company 
that mutual arrangements should be made with them in regard 
to the use of water which would be of advantage to both parties. 
If such arrangement should be made the dam can be raised 
two feet which would very much increase the power. Ina few 
years it will be necessary to replace the wheel with a new and 
perhaps a larger one. For the present year we would recom- 
mend that the town purchase a machine of the capacity of 2500 
or 3000 lights which would be large enough for at least twenty 
years; make some repairs above and below the wheel, and _ bor- 
row the money to accomplish this object by issuing notes of the 
town bearing 3 per cent. interest, the interest payable semi- 
annually on the first day of January and July of each year, said 
notes to be exempt from taxation so long as held by residents 
of Peterborough.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOs han 


It gives us great pleasure to be able to report our schools as 
being in a very favorable and efficient condition. 

Far from claiming for ourselves exclusive credit for this condi- 
tion of our schools, we think it is largely due to the increased 
interest of the parents and of our community in general. We 
have seen this manifested in many ways—particularly in the 
much fewer criticisms that are made of the schools, the teachers, 
and the general management; and also in the much larger 
number of visits to them both in their daily work and their more 
public exercises. 

As the careful and economical management of the funds en- 
trusted to our hands is, as it rightly should be, of great import- 
ance to the community in general and especially to the tax- 
payers ; we ask all to look carefully to the list of school expendi- 
tures as presented in the report of the treasurer to see if in any 
case money has been used improperly or extravagantly. 

It is sometimes asked why a larger amount is necessary for 
the support of our schools now than was required a few years | 
azo, for it is true that more is spent than fifteen or twenty years 
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ago. In answer to the question, we point to the improvements 
made. First, a few years since, no school in town except the 
High school had more than thirty weeks in its school year; now 
no school has less than thirty-three weeks and the Grammar 
school has thirty-six weeks. Second, all the outside or district 
schools, as they are called, are treated precisely as the schools 
of the Center village as far as length of terms is concerned. 
Until within a few years there was no winter term at the East 
school and several other of the outside schools were frequently 
cut short. Third, the Primary school in the Center, in which 
three lowest grades were under one teacher, with the help of an 
assistant part of the time, has now been divided into two schools, 
which has necessitated the employment of a teacher at much 
greater expense than was necessary for the former assistant. 
Fourth, a special music teacher has been employed. Fifth, the 
change of our High school from a three years’ course to a four 
years’ course with its necessary increase of the teaching force 
has added to its cost. 


All these changes have necessitated an additional expense, 
but we greatly mistake the sentiment of our people if they 
would be willing, for the sake of saving this additional expense, 
to return to the former conditions. 


In the matter of teachers’ salaries, as you will see, there have 
been no great changes for a number of years, and although the 
prices now paid are perhaps about as high as we can afford; 
and it is useless to repine because we cannot compete with 
larger places in this respect; yet it is true, that when one of our 
best teachers is tempted from our service by the higher prices 
offered by the cities, it is a distinct loss to our schools and one 
that cannot be measured in money value. The value of a really 
earnest, enthusiastic, inspiring teacher as compared to one who 
lacks all these qualities cannot be expressed in dollars and 
cents, but only in some such terms as infinity to zero. The 
criticism is sometimes made that too much of the school money 
is spent on the High school. Without stopping to discuss this 
matter it is certain that we should be dropping distinctly below 
the spirit and movement of the age to do less. This movement 
is in the direction of giving every child, who desires it, an 
academic education. Legislation tends more and more in that 
direction, as witness the recent legislation in this state, where- 
by towns not maintaining a High school are required to pay 
the tuition of their children who attend High schools or 
Academies in other towns. 


The High school is the poor boys and girls Academy. Of 
the forty or fifty pupils who attend our High school in Peterboro, 
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it is probable that not more than eight or ten would without it 
ever have the advantage of an academic education. Moreover 
when we speak of expense, let it be remembered that more 
money would be expended for the eight or ten who would be 
sent away to school than is now paid for the forty or fifty, and 
that it would be spent in other towns and not.in Peterboro, and 
that wherever it is spent it goes back largely into the circula- 
tion and business of the town. As a final item in regard to 
finances we are glad to report that we have been able to keep 
within the appropriations. Although we have always been able 
to show a balance in the treasury at the time of the report of 
the treasurer in February, yet there has not usually been quite 
enough to pay all the bills at the close of the winter term. This 
year we shall be able to pay every bill due at the close of the 
winter term, and have a small balance to show in each of the 
three departments, viz.: General Fund, Books and Supplies, and 
Repairs. 

When, at almost the close of the summer vacation, we found 
that we were to lose Mr. Mason, who had served so acceptably 
as principal of the High school for three years, we felt that the 
chances for finding one who would fill his place acceptably in 
the few days left us, when presumably most of the more efficient 
were already engaged for their year’s work, were very slim 
indeed. In the result we are happily disappointed. Mr. Whit- 
man has shown excellent traits as teacher and is highly appreci- 
ated by his pupils, by the School Board, and by the community 
at large.
